Not that there is any real security in being 
on welfare, however. All too often, the survival 
of a family's welfare check depends upon the 
father's political Lyalties, or upon the whim of 
a state or local welfare worker who virtually 
has power of life and death over the unfortun- 
ate families who depend on public aid for their 
survival. 

Clearly, the whole idea of welfare as we 
know it today Is inadequate to the need for 
which it exists. 

There are some who would argue that So. 
cial Security is welfare too. But it isn t. A man 
pays into the Social Security fund most of his 
wage-earning life, dues, so to speak, for the 
old-age club, like many private organizations. 
It's a form of insurance that everybody has 
access to. The present retirement age under 
Social Security is 65. or 62 under certain con. 
ditions. There is some talk of retirement at age 
60, as a measure to remove older persons from 
the labor pool to make way for the younger. 

It is here that the “unprecedented” think- 
ing we refered to earlier needs to be employ, 
ed. To meet colossal problems, colossal solu- 
tions have to be tried out, bold strokes become 
necessary. 

Why not reduce the retirement age. under 
Social Security, to age 50 for workers who have 
no chance to continue the work they are skill- 
ed for? Why not, in one swift move, remove 
the thousands of disaffiliated, middle-aged 
workers who, let's face it, have little or no 
hope of ever overcoming the terrible difficul.

"We look for quality and price," Feitner said, "and they've 
got both. We’ve tried several lines of furniture from several 
states. Their product is as nice as anything we've got." 

Feltner’s original order from Boone Boy was five suits. He 
has sold them all. Smith Maytag in Hazard has had a similar 
experience, according to owner Stansbury Owen., who says he 
plans to order more. 

Counting miners, drivers, furniture makers and eannel 
packagers, the Bakers employ over 100 full time people, and, by 
buying c:al from eight other mines they do not own, contribute 
to the employment of about 250. 

The Stuart Robinson location is only temporary, Mrs. Baker 
said. A new, permanent heme for both industries is expected to 
be completed bv spring, at Jeremiah. Construction has already 
begun on a 100 by 150 feet prefabricated metal industrial build- 
ing. 

And, according to Mre. Baker, the potential of each business 
is far from ''ull realization. She said that it is possible that at 
some time in the future, the new twin enterprises could employ 
as many as SO full-time people. 



had standing orders for 65 two-piece suits of living room furni- 
ture a month, and so great a demand for reupholstering that it 
is often necessary to augment her five full time workers with 
part-timers. 

Most of the materials for Boone Boy furniture is imported. 
Foam rubber is shipped in from Nashville, upholstery material 
comes from North Carolina mills; but all wood comes from 
Kentucky lumber yards. 

Mrs. Baker said the firm can turn out uip to seven units of 
two piece suits a day, depending on demand. Last week, she 



In addition to their mine holdings, the Bakers have a busy 
luadin-g ramp and a fleet of seven trucks known as the Baker 
Trucking Company. 

Boone Bey Industries is an outgrowth of a furniture manu- 
facturing and reupholstering business begun on the Stuart Rob- 
inson campus last January. In July, the outfit was reorganized 
as a stockholding firm anil named Boone Boy. 

Thirteen full-time employees are required to meet the 
heavy demand for the products of the twin industries. Eight 
of them work in the coal operation, while 5 work on furn. 
ture. 

Using the standard industrial assembly. line method, the coal 
packagers fill between 700 an I 800 bags with eannel coal a day, 
and every seven work days accumulate enough for a box car 
atJ of 5 j'J 00 bags f-r r' i rr ‘ by rail to cutlets irv Michigan, 
illinais, Pennsylvania.

The Governor Speaks 



f LET'S LOOK IT OVER

Frankfort — 

Excitement is always present at t.he open- 
ing of Kentucky's tobacco market. It’s tihe 
annual event that is the culmination of a long 
growing season, days in the field cutting the 
crop and hanging and drying it in the barns, 
then finally hauling it by truck to market and 
displaying it for the buyer's approval. 

My father wodked in the tobacco industry 
until he recently retired and for many years I 
have been familiar with the sound of the auc- 
tioneer's voice, ringing through the giant ware- 
houses loaded with tobacco, buyers and sell 
ers. 

The auctioneers called out good news for 
us this year on opening day as their chants 
totaled up higher first day prices than for last 

year. 

For many years, tobacco has been Ken- 
tucky's biggest cash crop. The 1963 crop sold 
before the end of the last calendar year totaled 
$258,867,000. That represents nearly 40 per 
cent of the record-breaking $647,612,000 total 
cash receipts for all Kentucky farm products. 

This farm-product total last year indicates 
we are steadily moving nearer my goal of a 
billion-dollar annual farm income for Ken. 
tucky. 

Because of the drought this year, and also 
a 10 per cent cut by the Federal Government 
in allotted acreage, farmers in the Common- 
wealth can not equal last year's record tobacco 
poundage. But the higher quality this year 
will help offset, at least in part, the less in 
weight. 

In fact, the 1964 crop in Kentucky is de- 
scribed as "the best-smoking tobacco grswn 
in Kentucky in years.” 

And buyers at markets around the state 
say that they will be buying more tobacco this 
winter than originally expected. 

E. T. Reed, tobacco specialist in the State 
Dcpartmcr.t of Agriculture, has told me that 
from the buyers’ standpoint, this year’s Ken- 
tucky crop is “very uas'ble — more usable than 
last year's record crop.” 

Mr. Reed reported in fact that this year’s 
crop is the most usable one since 1961. Cig- 
arette companies are more interested in the 
bottom parts of the plant— the "flyings" and 
the “lugs,” they call them in the tobacco in- 
dustry— arid they are much better this year. 

The "tips,’’ the top parts cn the tobacco, 
are used mostly for pipe-smoking and chewing 
tobaooo. Thev are not as plentiful this year, 
because many Kentucky growers wisely cut 
their crops early to minimize the drought 
deterioration.

Mr. Walden, the president of a Lexington 
warehouse company, informed me that Ken- 
tucky will produce about two-thirds of all to_ 
bactj grown in the nation’s "Burley Belt" this 
year, or seme 400 million pounds 

In addition to nearly a half century of 
experience both as a grower and warehouse- 
n , .i. Mr. Walden also was a Ipdneer in mech- 
anization in growing and housing tobacco. He 
is bringing many new and good ideas to the 
Commission which, along with others, we hope 
to develop as ways to improve Kentucky’s 
total agricultural income. 

We are proud of our long time rank in the 
tobacco industry. We also are proud of the 
increased efficiency of our tobacco growers 
through continuing research, increasing mech- 
anization, and other improvements. 

Tobacco yield has more than doubled in 
Kentucky— the average 1963 burley yield per 
acre was 2,325 pounds. This was 295 pounds 
per acre more than the previous record set in 
1962 and 603 pounds per acre more than the 
five year 1958.1862 average. Yields of the 
athir t>pcs of tobacco grown in this state also 
were higher last year. 

Kentucky produces five kinds of tobacco, 
tut burley, of course, accounts for most of 
the :ircp. Last year, the burley variety was 
88 per cent of the total crop. All tobacco in 
Ker.'.ucky last year accounted for 67 per cent 
of the Ir -reuse in total crop value. 

The tobacco specialists tell me we prob- 
ably will not reach last year's record burley 
■ roducti i record of 520,800,000 pounds. That 
wns 15 per cent above the previous high of 
1962 a-d 46 per cent more than the 1958 1962 
itve rage. 

But considering the drought and allot- 
mc 't cut. 1964 is sh?ping up as another fine 
tobacco year for Kentuckians.
